An opportunity will soon be afforded for the amplest 
discussion of the matter, when the April Clerical 
meetings, now so near, are held. The conduc- 
tors of the Church Education Society will, we doubt 
not, then express, clearly and fully, their unshrinking 
determination to abide by their principles. Ireland 
expects that every man will do his duty.

serts of Africa, or the prairies of the American Conti- 
nent. The life of the Volanteer system is, as we have 
often said, that the drilling and the shooting are likely to 
take their place in the domain of“ sport.” Undoubtedly, 
dnger tothe State will at any time send hundreds of thou- 
sands into the ranks, induce them to submit to the 
strictest discipline, and to assimilate themselves to 
regular troops. But it is too much to expect that 
in time of profound peace a large body of educated and 
generally busy men will transform themselves into 
soldiers, and continue year after year to put themselves 
under the drill-sergeants, unless there be something in 
a Volunteer’s life to interest, and, if we must say it, to 
amuse. The Queen has the services of 70,000 men 
in the full vigour of age and health, and far above 
the average in we and activity. This great 
engine of national defence has been called into 
being by the desire to place the country beyoud even 
the possibility of insult, but it could never have 
been created unless there had existed that fund of 
energy and animal spirits which distinguishes our 
youth. Such men as attended the levee yesterday, and 
the thousands whom they command, form a body of 
men incomparably superior in physique to any army in 
the world ; but it is well to consider that they are held 
together by two bonds—the fear of foreign aggression 
and the love of military exercises, and that when the 
furmer inducement to perseverance slackens the other 
should be brought into effect. The encouragement of 
rifle practice, with prizes for shooting, and perhaps 
an occasional review or inspection, may well be resorted 
to to keep up the enthusiasm which now exists. 

We say thus much to the authorities, believing that 
human nature is the same in a Rifleman as in any other 
being. But still we would exhort the officers whom 
the Queen honoured yesterday to return home, and, 
the pleasures of the levee and ball being over, to fall 
to work in earnest to make their corps what they 
should be. A few months’ more steady exertion, and 
all difficulties will be overcome. When drill has gone 
on through the spring, and the use of the rifle is pretty 
well understood by the men, then the Volunteers will 
be entitled to take the high place which they 
claim in the defence of the country. Not till then 
will they have redeemed the pledge they gave 
in joining their respective corps and taking the oath of 
allegiance. Not till then will they render justice to the 
Government which supplies them with arms, and the 
public which has supported them by its admiration and 
sympathy. Let the Volunteer officers reflect that her 
Majesty. by receiving them with especial solemnity, 
gives a proof of her confidence in their earnestness and 
zeal, and the thought, we are sure, will incite them to 
check in their corps any tendency to dilettante soldier- 
ing. When we see what the Volunteers are by nature 
and education, we expect great things from them, and 
it depends on their officers that we shall not be disap- 
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The Daily News on the Army Estimates :--- 

Mr. Sidney Herbert confesses that the Army Esti- 
mates are “ enormous,” and the admission cannot be kept 
too congtantly before the public. ‘The voting of fifteen 
millions of public money for the Army is a serious 
matter, and challenges the industrious scrutiny of every 
member of the Legislature. Before any man gives his 
assent toa single one of the twenty-three votes into 
which the Estimates are divided, let him be satisfied of 
two things first, that the Minister has some definite 
object upon which the money demanded is to be spent, 
and thatthe object is necessary ; secondly, that the 
sum asked is reasonable in amount. To spend money 
without purpose is the feeblest form of extravagance, 
and worthy of the worst spendthrift. To spend more 
money than is required is folly in a private individual 
and criminal in the stewards of a nation. If the spirit 
of Joseph Hume still survives in any member of the 
House of Commons, he will aot neglect the opportunity 
afforded him. The detailed form in which the Army 
Estimates are now printed affords considerable means of 
information, and acareful perusal of that document will at 
all events enable any economist to select the points upon 
which full explanation should be requi from the 
Minister. Take an instance. 

Out ot the whole twenty-three votes for the military 
service there are only seven larger than that which is 
set down against fortifications. And of the eleven 
votes which have been increased this year there are 
only two which exceed the increased demand for the 
same period. The first sum demanded last year for 
fortifications was £525,072, which was, by a supple- 
mentary estimate, increased to £448,572. This year 
the sum demanded is £645,355, being an increase of 
nearly £200,000. Again, in the present Estimates, 
the sum is put down without comment, whereas last 
year the details occupied four folio pages. It is 
probable that Mr. Sidney Herbert will explain the 
matter when he comes to vote No. 12; indeed, so 
much might be gathered from his speech in moving 
the Estimates. The Report upon the National 
Defences is now in the hands of the Government, 
and it may be tt this increased demand for o- 
tifications is somehow connected with that report, 
though it must be said that the sum of £645,000 
must have been fixed before the Defence Commissioners 
had made up their minds on the subject. All these 
things show the paramount necessity of a full explana- 
ton, But again, scarcely a day elapses without some 
rumour that the Government are about to buy ort 
take lands for the of erecting batteries or forts. 
Only a few nights ago, Lord Ashiey questioned the 
Government as to whether some work near Portsmouth 
was not commanded by a neighbouring but undefended 
height. One day we hear of erecting defences at 
Portland—another day the War-office is in treaty for 
the purchase of Shooter’s hill—and the last story is that 
they are about to appropriate some land near Liverpool 
—a plan against which, it seems, there is a vigorous 
opposition. Now, what does all this mean? Let the 
Government declare at once their intentions, It is idle to 
— 4 that the House of Commons will vote some- 
thing more than £645,000 in a single year, unless they 
know what is to be done with it. 

In the first place, then, as has been observed, Mr. 
Sidney Herbert must state the general principles upon 
which any land fortifications are n atall in this 
country. Millions of money may be spent in buying 
land, making tunnels, and laying down rails—the mere 
railroad may be admirably constructed—but it may 
lead from a swamp to a barren mountain, from nothing 
to nothing. It may be capitally made, but utterly use- 
less.

Ea md "On a hand, it is not — to feel 

that it is all, probably, to no pur ; that the men who 

talk in this way are not to back up their words 

with deeds ; the sense of the nation would 


not support them, and that, therefore, all they say 
amounts to a clergyman’s re ó or an old womans 
scold. The calm composure sneering indifference 
with which the remonstrances are received indicate 
a feeling in France that the opposition will not go 
beyond talk. The storm of reprobation will blow 
over. The virago will exhaust herself, and sit 
down or walk away. It would be simple waste of 
power to defend when no attack is inteaded, or when it 
is confined to a few very long shots, showing the assail- 
ant’s own measure of his incapacity. We read in this 
country with dignified contempt the envious remarks of 
the Continental press on the all-pervading character of 
our commerce or the extension of our Indian Empire. 
These writers, we say to ourselves, show what they 
would do, and what they cannot do; sv we need take 
no notice of them. They elicit no reply. It is all the 
howling ot the wind when the doors are shut, when the 
shutters are closed, the fire burning bright. France 
may gnaw off her fingers’ ends for what we care. The 
tables are now turned. England is omnipotent on the 
Ganges, France on the slopes of the Alps. France is a 
mere name in Oude; England is only known to the 
Savoyard as a smoky metropolis a very long way off, 
where, in spite of testy old gentlemen and an officious 
police, a few coppers may be picked up out of the 
mud. The — British navy might discharge 
every shot and every ounce of powder in its maga- 
zines against the Maritime Alps with no other result 
than the disturbance of some shingle. Not a 
Frenchman or a German can survive except by suffe- 
rance in Hindostan. So in these spheres we rail away 
at one another, and lay down the law with the impotence 
of fishfags, to whom Nature has given tongues and the 
law denied weapons. What has all the correspondence 
with France about Savoy and Nice cometo? Simply 
that France will probably do as she lists, and it is not 
England that shall prevent her. True, England has 
delivered her soul; but there it ends. France may say 
to us, as Lord Ellenborough said to Mr. Hone, “ Well, 
sir, protest, and go home.” Is it to the honour of a 
great nation to talk so much when it can do so little? 
W ould not fewer words have sufficed ? Such reflections 
must have occurred to the readers of this correspon. 
dence Sensible people and men of the world have asked 
whether, after making up our minds what we should do, 
it would not have been best to let the matter alone, and 
even congratulate France on this addition to her terri- 
tory and titles. This would have been superfluous as 
well as mean. France cares neither for our praise nor 
our blame in this matter. We are nothing to her, one 
way or the other. 

What, then, does Mr. Kinglake propose to do, when 
the basis on which he proceeds and the very reason of 
his motion is that England has spoken her miad through 
her constitutional organs, and France cares not a straw 
tor it? Mr. Kinglake proposes to enlarge the volume 
ot abuse, to add l’arliamentary to diplomatic invective, 
and to let the world read a debate as well as a corres 
pondence. He proposes, too—and this is the fioal ob- 
ject of his motion—that her Majesty's Government 
should invoke all the Governments of Europe to join 
the chorus of remonstrance, if such be their pleasure. 
He would let France understand that all Europe hates 
her, fears her, and lets her alone, not for love, but per- 
force. Whether the appeal to the European Cabinets 
be answered or not, Mr. Kinglake promises a noble 
battery of vituperation from St. Stephen's. He will 
deliver at least one philippic, Mr. Horsuan another, Mr. 
Fitzgerald a third; andthe Exoperorof the French wil 
have the opportunity of seeing himself as these three gen- 
tlemen choose te see him. Should he wish their love 
he will be disappointed ; should be prefer their fear he 
will be gratified. This is what Mr. Kinglake proposes 
Parliament with its hundred tongues is to speak its 
mind, confessedly all the more because the operation 
will be purely intellectual. The House of Commons, 
too, with its usual wisdom, will take care that the crime 
shall be as great as possible ; it will prove that ween- 
joy an alliance with the wurst man in the world, that§we 
are leagued with an intriguer and aggressor, and daped 
by him; that the offence committed is unpardonable by 
the code of Europe; yet that Europe pardons it ; and 
that the very foundations of justice are now disturbed 
and incapable of restoration to their former solidity. 
It will be most delightful to see all this proved with 
keen logic and extensive research ; to see it brought howe 
to our hearts with the charms of eloquence, always with 
the same inevitable conclusion that, bad as it all is, we 
must swallow it still, and reekon France our friend. 
For the parallel to this new stage of national remon- 
strance which Mr. Kinglake desires, we have to suppose 
the German Diet or the Corps Legislatif at Paris de- 
nouncing the annexation of Scinde or of Oude. In 
these cases we should not trouble ourselves to reply 
to the critics; we should go on our ways, and request 
them to go theirs. 

There are wrongs that call to lleaven for vengeance. 
The blood cries from the ground. The spectral image 
haunts our very hearths, and the distant cry disturbs 
our household festivities. But Victor Emmanuel is no 
suppliant or martyr. He has done all with his eves 
open, and were he now to retain Savoy it is probable 
he would be the knave of the story. Ile has found his 
advantage in the worst that may now happen ; for 
Milan, be it only safe, is surely no bad exchange for 
Savoy. He desires to be King of Italy, and now, like 
invaders who have burnt the fleet in which they landed, 
he has cast away his Transalpine territory. As for the 
people, we might rather be under the old Counts of 
Savoy than the modern Emperors of France, but they 
don't seem themselves strongly impressed with the dif- 
ference of the two allegiances. So there is no appeal 
to the feelings or to the imagination in this case. 
What the people of England do feel is, first, the change 
of the frontier, then the ill-look imparted to the late 
Italian War, undertaken, as the world was assured at 
the time, for public reasons alone. France, it is admitted, 
is pushing her frontier, and removing her own and her 
neighbour's landmarks. Ever ready to burst her bounds, 
she is beginning from the Mediterranean, and who can 
tell whether she may not soon push her boundary east- 
ward all the way to the German Ocean? Perhaps we 
feel still more that the frontier of France is a sacred 
line, written in holy blood, and marked by innumerable 
monuments of great deeds. Yet, after half a century, 
it is rational to ask, may not such ideas be suffered to 
row old, and what is it tous, or the world at large, if
